From the Philippines 


The following letter was received, 
recently, 
by Mr. and 
Mrs. J. 
M. 
Wilhite, from Mrs. W ilhite’s brother, 
Charles, who is in the Philippines. 


Philippine Islands 
February 8, 1945 
Dear Moody and All: 
Say, my letters are far between 
here lately, so 
I’m asking you 
to 
pass on the news I’m giving in this 
one to you. 
W e have kept right 
busy and it looks like I couldn’t get 
any out, even if the mail service was 
in effect, so that's the reason I have­ 
n’t been able to write all of you as 
I should have. 
As you know we moved again so 
for a good while we have been h it­ 
ting the ball. 
I guess you have been 
getting the news from this part of 
the th e a tr e and know t h a t we have 
the Ja p s on the run. 
I have seen some real good coun­ 
try u p here. 
It's the only decent 
place I ’ve seen since being in the 
tropics. 
The rice fields are large 
(some even a IOO acres or more) 
and 
have 
seen 
some 
nice 
truck 
patches. 
All other places we have 
been to have real small patches of 
rice, say about an acre. 
O. yes, I 
had several good messes of fresh to­ 
matoes, last week, and you 
d o n ’t 
k now how good they tasted. 
A Fili­ 
pino lady came th rough cam p and 
gave th em to me. 
I wanted to buy 
th em hut she only wanted soap which 
I d id n ’t have. 
It seems a bar of 
soap or a can of beans will get more 
than $2 or $3. 
The Ja p s had such 
an 
inflation th a t their money be­ 
came 
w orth no more th a n paper. 
A pair of shoes or pants cost 2,000 
pesos and a sack of rice I , ".ho pesos 
and everything else the same way 
so you know how scarce it was. 
Most of the Filipinos I have seen, 
so far, look fairly healthy, hut some 
places 
they are on 
the verge 
of 
starvation. 
Of course, all the Fili­ 
pinos are tickled to see us, and they 
all line the roads and streets as we 
go hack. 
Most towns have declared 
complete holidays and 
th e 
crowds 
look a b o u t like the Wise County re­ 
union everywhere we go. 
The Vic­ 
tory sign and cheers ar** o u tsta n d in g 
and some places the bands are out 
to hail the conquering heroes. 
This 
is all very nice for it shows th eir 
appreciation 
and 
which 
side 
they 
were on all the time. 
The Filipino guerrillas have done 
much to help in the campaign too, 
and they have no love for the Japs. 
I want 
to 
tell you about some 
towns I have seen. 
These were the 
m ost m o d ern 
I ’ve seen since A us­ 
tralia, in fact they were the only 
I ones we could 
call 
fairly modern, 


j They have highways ru n n in g th ro u gh 
land some have railroads of the oar- 
row gauge ty p e and t h a t was a tre a t 


I for th e eyes to see things like that. 
I One highw ay was 
a concrete slab 
I just like ours in the States, I am 
! sure it was built by American engi­ 
neers before the war, for the Japs 
I have never been known to build an y ­ 
th in g up 
(only tear dow n). 
The 
houses are more m o d ern too with- 
I out so much bamboo and grass, and 
{in some towns the electric lines were 
still up, showing at one time they 
enjoyed that. too. 
Many advertise­ 
m ents still remain on the sides of 
buildings, etc., such as Lux, Palm ­ 
olive, Dr. Lyons, Bayers, kodak, star, 
Camels, Chesterfields and one place 
had ‘Tee cold Coca Cola” (in adv. 
only). 
Also several service stations, 
pretty m odern too, are still standing 
with U. S. brands 
of 
gas, mostly 
Shell. Mohilgas, Coltex (Texaco) and 
Humble. 
Altogether it sure makes 
us feel good just to see the ads. I 
if nothing else, and 
som ehow one 
feelslike he is fighting for som ething j 
worth while up here. 
Those jungles 
and swamps on some of these islands 
m ade you wonder 
som etim es 
just 
w hy— ha! ha! 
I saw ray first P. 
O. 
W.. 
last 
week, that I knew personally. 
He I 
had given me recruit training in Ft. i 
McIntosh in 
1940. 
Of course, we 
had a big talk on various subjects 
and it is impossible to describe how j 
happy those fellows look after so I 
many months over here.
